Brent,  thank  you  for  reaching  out  to  me  on  this,  and  for  getting  back  to  me  before 
the  weekend.  This  is  an  important  matter  to  us,  and  I appreciate  your  efforts  to  get 
back  to  me  quickly. 


Carolyn, 


I spoke  with  Brent  this  afternoon  and  he  provided  me  with  this  information,  but  in 
conversing  with  Brent  we  decided  that  my  office’s  request  is  going  to  be  best 
addressed  by  the  Department  of  Justice.  We  are  looking  for  specific  guidance  from 
DOJ  on  SF  95;  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Navajo  Nation  is  requesting  that  DOJ 
provide  the  Nation  with  formal  guidance  regarding  whether  a claimant  will  limit  or 
waive  future  rights  by  using  SF  95  to  file  a claim  under  FTC  A. 


I know  that  you  are  with  EPA’s  Waste  and  Enforcement  team  in  DC,  but  my  hope  is 
that  you  will  point  me  in  the  right  direction  to  get  this  in  front  of  the  right  eyes  at 
DOJ.  I think  that  it  would  probably  need  to  be  someone  at  DOJ’s  torts  branch,  in  the 
FTCA  division.  Can  you  help  me  get  into  contact  with  the  right  person  over  there? 


I have  cc’d  Senator  Heinrich’s  state  outreach  director,  Michael  Sullivan,  on  this 
email  to  keep  him  in  the  loop  on  this. 


Again,  thank  you  all  for  your  quick  responses  on  this  issue.  This  issue  is  extremely 
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important  to  Sen.  Heinrich,  and  whatever  help  you  can  give  us  to  get  this  in  front  of 
the  right  people  faster  is  going  to  be  a huge  help.

Nice  talking  with  you.  As  promised  here  is  the  information  we  discussed  regarding 
your  reaching  out  to  my  EPA  Region  IX  Regional  Counsel  colleague,  Sylvia  Quast, 
who  alerted  me  about  the  claims  form  issues  that  hve  been  inaccurately  reported  in 
the  press.  I wanted  to  let  you  know  that  EPA  is  working  on  some  Agency  FAQs  that 
will  cover  more  of  the  claims  process  and  they  will  be  posted  on  the  Gold  King  Mine 
website  (link  below)  in  the  next  few  days. 


EPA  has  put  together  the  following  statement  regarding  the  claims  process 
to  address  some  of  the  inaccuracies  in  the  press  which  I want  to  share  with 
you  here  as  well. 


EPA  is  not  offering  immediate  reimbursements  for  damages  from  the  Gold  King 
Mine  water  and  it  is  not  true  that  if  someone  submits  a claim  that  by  doing  so  they 
limit  or  waive  future  rights. 


EPA’s  Federal  Tort  Claims  Act  (FTCA)  regulation  provides  that  a person  may 
amend  their  claim  form  at  any  time  prior  to  reaching  a settlement  with  EPA,  or 
before  the  person  files  a lawsuit  under  the  FTCA.  Additionally,  a person  claiming 
an  injury  or  damage  has  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  event  to  file  a claim  with 
EPA  under  the  FTCA.  (40  CFR  Part  10). 


While  EPA  has  made  Form  95  available  for  filing  a claim,  EPA  has  also  noted  on 
the  Region  8 website  that: 


“Standard  Form  95  is  not  required  to  present  a claim  under  the  FTCA,  but  it  is 
a convenient  format  for  supplying  the  information  necessary  to  bring  an 
FTCA  claim.  Please  note  that  a completed  form  must  state  a claim  for  money 
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damages  in  a “sum  certain”  amount  (that  is,  a specific  amount)  claimed  for  personal 
injury,  death,  or  injury  to  or  loss  of  property.”
